Units for the digital speedometer can be changed between km/h and mph by push¬ 
ing and holding the odometer/trip meter reset button while the odometer is dis¬ 
played. At this time, all the units for the multi-information display will also change.

A CAUTION 

n When the temperature of the display is extremely low 

Allow the interior of the vehicle to warm up before using the shift position and shift 
range/gear display. At extremely low temperatures, the display may respond slowly, 
and display changes may be delayed. 

For example, there is a lag between the drivers downshifting and the new gear 
number appearing on the display. This lag could cause the driver to downshift again, 
causing rapid and excessive engine braking and possibly an accident resulting in 
death or serious injury.

n To prevent damage to the engine and its components 

1 Do not let the indicator needle of the tachometer enter the red zone, which indi¬ 
cates the maximum engine speed. 

1 The following may indicate that the engine is overheating. Immediately stop the 
vehicle in a safe place. (^R 495)

In the illustration to the left, a range of 8 available gears 
(1 through 8) has been selected by the driver. (The shift 
lever is in the D position with 8 ranges enabled) It is 
possible for the transmission to automatically select 
between all 8 of the gears. In this case, the transmission 
has selected third gear.

n The information display at low temperatures 

Allow the interior of the vehicle to warm up before using the liquid crystal informa¬ 
tion display. At extremely low temperatures, the information display monitor may 
respond slowly, and display changes may be delayed.
